
Brifish debaters friumph 

UN will not endure

The English debating team of David Penry-Davey and John 

Thane lost night carried ihe house in a clo:ely contested victory 
over Joel Bell and Richard Currie, winning support for the reso- 
lution that the United Nations is a creature of Ihe times and will 
not outlive them. 



The Itritlsh duo, who look the 
Brfirinalive side of (he qiii-stion, 
maintained that the United Na- 
tions must build on the founda- 
tion It has already laid. "With 
the present organization", de- 
clared Thane, "no enduring cen- 
tral authority can be created, 
and each new crisis will injure 
whatever there Is". 

Currie, before replying to 
this assertion, first welcomed the 
visitors to Canada. "But why 
not", he nskcd, "visit Ottawa 
next? When they find out you'n» 
Hrilish, they'll prohnbly aiiUMid 
the cunstitutinn — or yoii coulii 
see llic I'rime Minister ami he'll 
introduce a new fla;^ lo coninii' 
morale your visit! " 

"The UN", Currie roiitinued, 
more seriously, "is alive. It is 
fallililc, it has limited resources, 
and no power can coerce a major 
nation under Ihe present set-up: 
hut the L'N can bring all nations 
together in one international 
body and combine their efforts 
to achieve world peace". 

Uotli sides agreed that the 
United Nations has accomplish- 
ed many wonderful services 
.since Us inception during the 
aftermath of World War II. 
However, while the affirmative 
held (hat (he UN in its present 
form cannot survive, (he McGill 
team proclaimed the rcso1u(ion° 
ho(h "Inaccurate and unrealis- 
tic".

"This", asserted the Knylish- 
man, "is the reason for the 
unworkabilily of the UN. Na- 
tions will always act with their 
best Interests at heart". 

Joel Itell, second speaker Tor 
the opposition, backed up tin- 
British team by confirming tliai 
the UN did avoid many major 
conflicts which could liaic 
erupted into global war. "How- 
ever", he said, "llii.s year is lo 
be one of international coopera- 
tion in the UN. To this end, I 
propose an amendment to the 
resolution: that tlie U\ is a 
creature of the times and in this 
year of international cooperation 
we should do all po.ssiblc to ad- 
vance its alms".

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CUSO - whose ideals? 

The first problem of the graduating 
idealist is to firid out whether his careful!/ 
protected ideals will hold .together outside 
university. Some let the matter drop as soon 
OS their environment changes; much worse 
is the refusal of others to admit they are 
wrong, by hedging their theory with excep- 
tions and never letting it conflict in earnest 
with the practice of society. 

Of course many try in all sincerity to find 
their place in the world, by engaging In 
social work in the slums or in aid projects 
in Asia, Africa and .Latin America. The im- 
mensity of the problems here and the foreign 
cultural background provide a perfect op- 
portunity to test the value of one's learning 
and talents, as well as one's ideals. 



As It turns out, oil too often the student 
joins some government agency which pro- 
jects a convenient and easy ideal to get its 
recruits. The temptation to drop one's own 
theories in return, for a sense of acceptance 
by society is often too strong to resist, so 
that often the volunteer never faces the task 
of self-examinqtion, . and lives abroad 
among, not withi, the Africans, Asians and 
Latin Americans. 

CUSO happily avoids this situation be- 
cause it is to a large extent student run 
and the Cariadion Government provides 
financial support without policy making. 
The members of CUSO do not impose an 
image on themselves as a group. Each is 
trying to live for himself. 

The only qualifications are a degree, and 
desire. Specialization is not necessary be- 



cause with so much to do there Is something 
for every talent. But the desire to live 
actively, to participate, in a life which is 
strange and hard, is the chief thing. 

This eagerness to participate indicates an 
ecigernesis:^to .learn and to examine. Real 
group V Involvement forces one to question 
one's Ideals. Revision is then no defeat but 
a correction best for all concerned, because 
there is the same chance for the hard worker 
to moke other people change. What we call 
'good will' generated by groups like CUSO 
comes as much from this honest conflict and 
revision of ideas as from the building of 
schoolhouses and infirmaries. 

Our personal affair 

In an editorial lost Friday we suggested 
that commitment to issues such as a boycott 
of South African goods, rather than the 
ability to get cut rates oh international air 
flights, would determine the future of stu- 
dent organizations. What we left unsaid 
was the possibility — and the necessity — 
of a personal commitment by each individual 
within the organization. 

Many letters received since then hove 
stressed this possibility, and listed products 
which might be included in such a boycott. 
We reprint excerpts from two of the letters, 
and orre of the lists, in today's "Letters" 
section.'
